Israel, Egypt 
Confab Asked

WASHINGTON, March 10—Sen. 
Talmadge suggested today that 
Israeli-Egyptian disputes might 
be settled by a conference in the 
United States between Gen. Nas- 
ser and Prime Minister Ben- 
Gurion. 

On a nationwide telecast, Tal- 
madge said he would advocate 
bringing the Egyptian and Israeli 
leaders to such a conference if 
“we could get them to come.” 

He noted that the United Na- 
tions ‘‘hasn’t been too successful” 
in recent years in settling inter- 
national disputes. 

The Eisenhower Doctrine for 
the Middle East, which he op- 
posed in the Senate, does not go 
to the heart of problems in that 
area, he said. 

Commenting on Egypt’s rejec- 
tion of U. S. proposals for oper- 
ating the reopened Suez Canal, 
Talmadge said he had been fear- 
ful of just such a development. 

It was a mistake, the senator 
said, for the United States to have 
“sided with Russia’ and stopped 
the British-French-Israeli attempt 
to ‘‘stabilize’’ the Middle East 
with their invasion of Egypt. 

Appearing on the American 
Broadcasting Co.’s “College News 
Conference,”’ originating in Wash- 
ington, Talmadge also advocated 
a cut of about one billion dollars 
in foreign aid and said he believes 
President Eisenhower’s proposed 
budget can be trimmed by abow 
three to five billion dollars.

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South Has Water; 
Industry Needs It 


Georgia and the Southeast will con- 
tinue to grow in importance in the na- 
tion’s industrial expansion program. The 
reason lies in the region’s most impor- 
tant resource—water. 


A survey published a few days ago 
by the New York Times shows conciu- 
sively that industry no longer can take 
for granted there will be ample water 
supplies wherever desired. 


The Southeast’s vast resources—if de- 
veloped—can support almost unlimited 
expansion. This is no longer true in many 
other sections of the nation, especially 
the West and Southwest. Here water is 
becoming more and more dear and ex- 
pensive to utilize. 

The Southwest is undergoing one of 
the three. worst droughts in 600 years. If 
it continues a few more, the consequence 
will be disastrous ‘to industry just as it 
already is to agriculture. The Far West, 
which uses so much of its valuable water 
for irrigation (85 per cent), is hard 
pushed to meet industrial and urban 
needs of today. Further expansion will 
make their problems worse. 

But here in the South and the South- 
east is a potential for water usage of- 
fered nowhere else in the nation. Bil- 
lions of gallons fall in the mountain foot- 
hills which still wend their way through 
the coastal plains to the sea. They can be 
stored and distributed with far less ex- 
pense than in the arid regions of the West 
and in the high consuming areas of the 
East. 

The tremendous reservoirs at Lake 
Lanier and Lake Allatoona, for instance, 
can provide water for much greater popu- 
lations than the present inhabitants of 
the areas they serve and for industrial 
development, too. Lake Lanier today can 
supply a population of at least a million 
people in Atlanta. 

But if the experts are correct, At- 
lanta’s population will be much greater 
than a million in a very few years. In 
fact, it is predicted that it will be two 
million by the end of this century. It is 
time now to plan for it.and to assure its 
water supply. : 

The nation’s industrial and popula- 
tion expansion inevitably must turn 
southward. This means the region must 
get ready to develop its water resources 
and to guard against the hazard of pollu- 
tion which lack of planning has made 
such a problem for the congested East. 

Georgia and other Southern states 
and cities should step up their planning 
to ‘utilize their water resources. Their fu- 
tures depend upon it and the time for 
planning is now.

Where Apply the Brakes 
On Federal Spending? 


President Eisenhower says that it may 
be necessary to slow up federal spending 
on certain projects in order to curb the 
pressures of inflation. That inevitably 
brings up the question of where the 
brakés will be applied. 

The House Appropriations Committee 
has thrown the burden to the President, 
asking him where and how deeply the cuts 
can be made. 

Will it be in the defense establish- 
ment where most of the money goes and 
the only place where substantial cuts 
could be made? Some additional econo- 
mies might be effected here but no real 
cuts are possible without endangering the 
nation’s security. The same is true of for- 
eign aid—both military and economic. 

In the field of domestic spending is 
the answer in curtailing the highway 
program, in discontinuing building dams 
to conserve water and to provide power? 
Problems which brought about these pro- 
grams are becoming worse, not less, 

Will the curbs be in the welfare and 
health programs? With population in- 
creasing by four million persons annual- 
ly, demand for these services is in- 
creasing—not lessening. 

Shall we then discontinue efforts to 
maintain farm prosperity through sub- 

sidies and support programs? No, shout 
the farm states. 

Secretary of the Treasury Humphrey, 
who has been talking like a man intent 
upon throwing the economy into a tail- 
spin, says that specific and substantial 
cuts.can be made. And Leon H. Keyser- 
ling, former chairman of the President’s 
Council of Economic Advisers, says that 
the budget is not too high and that, in 
fact, it does not match our needs for eco- 
nomic growth. 

The basic strains remain and probably 
will be with us for some time. The needs 
of a growing population ‘and tl 
sity of maintaining a multibillion-dollar 
defense structure spell spending and the 
pressures of the two, unfortunately, 
mean taxes and inflation.

President's on Top 
As Round One Ends 


WASHINGTON—The trend of recent events 
shows that President Eisenhower is going to have 
recurring trouble with Congress. What is immedi- 


ately visible is that Eisenhower faces a more critical Congress—a 
Congress more resistant to his proposals for the conduct of foreign 
pdlicy—than at any time since his first election. 


The decisive Senate approval, 72 
to 19, of the Eisenhower Doctrine 
in the Middle East is profoundly 
welcome tothe White House, but it 
would be misleading to look upon 
this vote as much of a presiden- 
tial victory. 

It would be premature to say 
that anything like stalemate be- 
tween the White House and Con- 
gress is in the making. It isn’t. 
Neither side wants sta‘emate. 
What is happening is this: 

The Democratic leaders are not 
pliantly going. to say yes to the 
President every time he asks for 
something. This is not unex- 
pected. 

There is some compensation for 
the President. As Democratic op- 
position increases, there is a 
tendency among the Republicans 
to close ranks and increase their 
support. This has been evident 
throughout the voting on the Mid- 
dle East resolution. 

Fifty-eight days from presenta- 
tion to passage cannot be consid- 
ered very responsive on the part of 
Congress to the “urgent” appeal 
Eisenhower made for “prompt” 
concurrence in his plan to give 
economic ail and military protec- 
tion to the Middle East natioi.s. 

There are other manifestations 
of congressional independence of 
and resistance to the President. 
For reasons which were complete- 
ly arguable, the Senate Demo-

The new station was announced 
by the National Council of the 
Churches of Christ in the U.S.A., 
a federation of 30 protestant and 
orthodox communions.

Hawaii Area 


Adds Toll of 
Tide Disaster 


HONOLULU, T.H., March 10 
(UP)—Gov. Samuel Wilder King 
of Hawaii today declared the nor- 
thern coast of Kauai Island a dis- 
aster area in the wake of a tidal 
wave Saturday that destroyed 30 
homes and caused assorted dam- 
age estimated at “hundreds of 
thousands of dollars.”’ 


Two persons lost their lives as 
an indirect result of the wave 
which was touched off by a major 
earthquake in the Aleutians. 


The dead were newspaperwom- 
an Sarah Park of the Honolulu 
Star Bulletin and a Honolulu Pi- 
lot, Paul Beam. They were killed 
when a small plane from which 
they were observing the tidal 
wave crashed into the ocean. A 
photographer, Jack Matsumoto, 
was injured in the same crash. 

The tidal wave washed away 
two small villages on the north 
coast of Kauai, destroyed 30 
homes there and .washed out four 
bridges. Damage was slight in 
other parts of the Hawaiian is- 
lands, but the huge swells cast up 
dead fish, tin cans, rubber tires 
and other debris on almost all 
beaches, necessitating an im- 
mense cleanup job. 

(The tidal wave also caused 
destruction and damage to 145 
homes and 37 boats in Japan and 
a delayed action of the crest hit 
San Diego, Calif., damaging five 
boats and crushing some wooden

But I’ve 
always insisted Mauch did a superb job in lifting the team off 
the carpet in May and getting it back into contention. 

Waiting for replacements from Milwaukee, the Crackers stum- 
bled into seventh-place at the outset. They were in fifth place as 
late as June 4, On the last day of July, they took the lead but they 
couldn’t hold. 


—He Gambled on Brittin and Lost 


Rubber-armed Art Fowler was weary; Taylor Phillips lost his 
winning touch, Mauch was injured, and the Crackers quickly 
slipped into second place. 

Then, on Aug. 12, Mauch gambled on sore-armed Jack Brittin 
against Memphis, and the Crackers were clobbered, 10-0. The 
Mauch critics never let him forget that black night. They said he 
poured a big game down the drain, and he did. But he also pulled 
several out of the fire with crafty managing. 

Certainly he was one of the most controversial managers 
Atlanta ever had. But few of his foes denied he was a sound 
baseball man on the field. His fierce desire to win often landed

He is 
the publisher of Investment Deal- 
ers’ Digest, professional invest- 
ment magazine, but he also is 
interested in investment clubs 
and has written a book, ‘‘How to 
Form and Run a Successful In- 
vestment Club.”’, Harpers will 
publish it in the summer. 
“NOVICE SUPERVISION” 
, Trigger quoted one broker: 
“The investment clubs offer to 
novice investors selection, novice 
diversification and novice super- 
vision. What more could be de- 
vised to offer less protection end 
more risk in the management of 
money?’’ : 
Trigger lauded enthusiasm of 
stock do-it-yourself move- 
ment in learning about invest- 
ments and the way capitalism 
works. He predicted a continu- 
ance of the clubs’ phenomenal 
growth . 


However, he urged prospective 
club members be taught some of 
the essential facts of life about 
investments before embarking on 
one of “‘these fascinating and in- 
formativé projects.”’ 

Trigger said the Securities and 
Exchange Commission, the De- 
partment of Internal Revenue and 
several state securities commis- 
sions have an eagle eye pointed 
at the clubs. 


OTHER PITFALLS 


A club might find itself called 
a security company by the legal 
agencies, especially if it had even 
one paid employe working for it. 
There are other pitfalls, such as 
type of orgamation, taxes and 
the like, Trigger says. 

Trigger thinks the clubs from 
here out will be spreading their 
studies to organization and regu- 
lation. He thinks they are here to 
stay and a potent force in the 
nation’s investment groups.

1951 PROGRAM 


Georgia undertook a sweeping 
200-million-dollar school building 
program in 1951 with the creation 
‘of the State School Building Avu- 
thority. This agency enabled the 
state to build a lot of classrooms 
‘at once through the issuance of 
long-term revenue certificates. 


| Almost 15,000 classrooms have 
‘been constructed since July, 1951, 
under the big building program. 
However, that program was 
based on school attendance figures 
for the year 1951-52. The problem 
now is to meet today’s needs. 


INCREASE SINCE ’51 


The department’s survey points 
out that school attendance has 
jumped from 637,529 in 1951-52 to 
747,912 last school year. Another 
increase of 27,600 school children 
is anticipated for the current 
year. ; 

According to the survey, 4,213 
new classrooms are needed to 
house the increased enrollment be- 
tween 1951-52 and 1955-56. Another 
1,000 rooms are needed for this 
year’s increase and still another 
1,000 are needed to replace obso- 
lete facilities. 

Some of these increased needs 
are being met. But the department 
said the net classrooms deficit as 
of Jan. 1 of this year was 5,340. 


$88,110,000 NEEDED 

At an average cost of $15,000 per 
classroom, the total amount need- 
ed for additional classrooms and 
related subjects would be $88,110,- 
000, the survey said.

Play-Acting Can Be Helpful 


By DOROTHY BARCLAY

NEW YORK, March 10—Crea- 
tive dramatics can be a lot of 
fun for children—and it can 
sometimes help mother get the 
housework done faster, too. 

In fact, play-acting can serve 
a vast variety of purposes, at 
home, in school and nowadays 
even at church. 

We have this on the word of 
Dr. Winifred Ward, formerly of 
the faculty of Northwestern Uni- 
versity, a pioneer in children’s 
theater and creative dramatics 
and now a consultant on the 
matter to organizations and 
schools all over the country. 


WORK CONFERENCE 


Dr. Ward led a work confer- 
ence on creative drama for chil- 
dren at Teachers College, Co- 
lumbia University. Teachers, 
school administrators, recrea- 
tion leaders and parents were 
among those attending. 

Just how can a little play-act- 
ing make a day with the young 
run smoother? Besides the just- 
for-fun aspects, many parents 
with a sense of humor and light 
touch can use it to get disagree- 
able tasks done or ‘work their 
way out of a stalemate, Dr. 
Ward reported. 

“Suppose, for instance,’”’ she 
explained, “‘there’s a litter on 
the floor and the children are 
in no mood to be helpful. ‘Where 
are my vacuum sweepers?’ the 
mother might ask. Children 
who’ve enjoyed playing ‘vacuum 
sweeper’ before will run to be 
‘turned on,’ scurry about clean- 
ing up and then run to, be turned 
off again.”’ 

SURE-FIRE 

That sort of game is sure-fire 
in many kindergartens. 

Another example Dr. Ward 
gaye involved a little girl who 
stubbornly refused to clean up 
for dinner on a special family 
occasion. “Let’s play,’’ said her 
mother, “that you are Miss 
Huntingdon of the National Col- 
lege of Education.” The dra-

The Death 
Of a Hotel 


It’s too bad old buildings, like old people, can’t be buried , 
decently with a nice story in the paper and a pretty epitaph on | 
a headstone in a grassy lot somewhere. 

The epitaph by rights should be one with a nice, well-rounded 
moral like the one in the old colonial cemetery in Savannah: 


“Youth behold as you pass by 
As you are now, so once was I 
As 1 am now so you must be 

Prepare for death“and follow me.” ! 


Alas, the best an old building can hope for is a bronze marker | 
on the bosom of its successor, if it be very famous, or if it is 
lucky.an obituary like the one McDill M. Gassman has done on | 
the old Third Avenue Hotel in Rome. . 

The Third Avenue Hotel closed its doors the other day after 
almost 50 years of continuous operation—to be torn déwn and 
replaced with something new and grand, no doubt. Before its 
red bricks could be torn apart and scattered—probably to turn up | 
later in the glassy-eyed facade of a lot of new little ranch houses 
—our correspondent, Mrs. Gassman, dug about a bit in the 
history of the hotel. 


Happily for readers, the story of an old building can be 
little racier than anything we dare write about human landmarks. 
And the old Third Avenue Hotel had its racy moments. 


Built in 1909 by the late Joseph L. Bass, prominent Rome 
business and civic leader, the four-story building is now owned 
by the Floyd Realty and Land Co. with Mrs. C. B. Willingham | 
holding the controlling interest. In its early days, according to 
Mrse Gassman, it was the winter “home’’ for many Rome citi- 
zens who fled their own houses because of the threat of flood or 
to enjoy the brand-new central heating system. The builder, Mr. 
Bass, lived there with a private stairway leading to his third- 
floor apartment. 

“The site, as well as the hotel itself, has a colorful and 
somewhat awesome history,’”’ reported Mrs. Gassman. “It was 
on this site, on the first floor of ‘an old three-story frame building, 


‘that one Joe Lee, Chinese, had his laundry. 


“Legend has it that Lee, an ardent poker player, made a 
winning one night of a cool $1,000. Perhaps he bragged overmuch. 
Perhaps someone outside the old building was looking in on the 
scene. At any rate, Lee retired late that night to his room above | 
the laundry. Shortly afterward the news broke that Lee had been 
struck with an axe and killed by an intruder who robbed him 
of $1,000, poured gasoline on the body and on the building—then | 


struck a match. 


“At the time of the murder and fire there was a private 
school located on the third floor of the old building, operated by 
Professor Joe King, who managed to escape by sliding down a 
rope to the ground. He received burns—from the rope. One of 
the students of Professor King’s School was the present city 
manager, Sam King.”’ 

When the old building was razed, Mrs. Gassman reported, 
it was necessary to -fill in a creek bed which flowed under the 
site. The new building went up over the creek and became a 
center for meetings, social gatherings and then just visits from 
the curious who wanted to behold that wondrous contraption—the 
elevator. 

‘‘Today,”’ writes Mrs. Gassman, ‘‘the old hotel wears a look , 
of a beloved dowager who knows that she has passed her prime. | 
And to many Romans, hearing that the hotel will close its doors, | 
the news is much as though they had received word that some- | 
one very close to them died.”’
